2. The subject-matter of the present claims appears to be novel over the prior art, 
since products comprising the two required elements have not been disclosed 
before (Art 33(2) PCT). 

3. The used anthracyclines are however known from D1 and D2 as antineoplastic 
agents. It is further suggested in D3 to combine antineoplastic agent with 
inhibitors of topoisomerase and that this combination would have a synergistic 
activity. For the skilled person it appears to be obvious to combine the teachings 
of D1 or D2 with D3 and arrive at the subject-matter of the present claims, i.e. the 
requirements of Article 33 (3) PCT have not been fulfilled. 

It is pointed out that not even a synergistic effect can provide evidence for an 
inventive step, since this effect has been suggested in D3. 

4. For the assessment of the present claims 7-9 on the question whether they are 
industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The 
patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, 
for example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of 
claims to the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, 
claims to a known compound for first use in medical treatment and the use of such 
a compound for the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical treatment.
